1  We  are 
ass*  red  that  bey**sl  three  aaeaahara  ef  the 
Council  and  eight  or  test  saeanbers  of  the 
Aasembly  with  the  clerks  of  both  branches, 
tbere  was  neoae  aweeent,  except  tvm  •(ran- 
gers ia  the  lobby  and  three  ia  the  gallery. 
Such  a  wan',  ef  interest  must  be  anything 
but  exhifirating  to  Oar.  Douglas,  and  cer- 
tainly is  aet  at  all  nattering  te  the  Assem- 
bly. Whea  oaly  five  spectators  can  he 
•eared  up  to  grace  what  in  other  colonies 
is  regarded  ae  the  Uoae  for  a  grand  state  dis- 
play, it  indicates  nest  te  a  total  want  ot 
respect ;  and  wherever  sack  a  feeiiag  gene- 
ra'ly  prevails  it  must  indicate  something 
radically  wrong  somewhere  in  our  polity. 
It  is  certainly  a  state  of  feeling  sach  as  no 
real  patriot  can  desire,  (or  Whatever  legiti- 
mate difference*  of  opinion  may  exist  in 
politics,  still  all  have  a  common  interest  at 
stake  in  keeping  up  a  high  degree  of  respect 


(with  the  exception  of  making  a  bargain  to 
subsidize  steamers  before  the  Supply  Bill 
was  law,)  it  was  in  pressing  it  through  after 
there  was  a  comparative  ceitainty  that  a 
large  immigration  would  visit  us  in  the 
Spring.  When  the  Supply  Bill  wns  laid  over 
tilt  January  without  passing,  there  might 
have  been  grounds  at  that  time  to  withhold 
the  subsidy.  But,  even  then,  the  fear  of 
Salmon  River  had  its  influence  on  a  consid- 
erable body  of  the  people  of  the  country. 
At  the  time  the  subsidy  was  put  in  the  Esti- 
mates it  was  not  Only  necessary  but  so  were 
great  exertions  in  drumming  up  immigration 
also.  By  the  by,  the  diffusion  of  information  is 
not  touched  upon  in  the  Speech.  This  wa» 
a  corollary  of  the  subsidy  originally.  We 
observe  that  the  Bankruptcy  Bill,  a  very 
voluminous  affair,  is  not  mentioned— except 
under  a  general  head  of  law  reform.  With  all 
its  defects  it  will  probably  do  good  ;  but 
after  it  works  a  year  the  publie  will  be  better 
able  to  form  a  correct  judgment  on  its 
merits.  Aa  this  measure  was  mentioned  in 
the  opening  Speeoh  in  June,  it  may  be  set 
down  as  one  Government  promise  fulfilled. 
But  when  we  talk  of  promises  we  cannot 

opening  Speeches,  but  hns  not  yet  become 
law.  It  is  even  said  that  no  incorporation 
of  the  town  will  take  place  at  the  next  ses- 
sion— so  "city  fathers"  in  embryo  may  keep 
cool. 

The  short  period  for  which  the  Legislature 
has  been  prorogued — only  five  weeks— in- 
dicates that  the  everlasting  work  of  legisla- 
tion will  soon  commence  again.  It  is  sin- 
cerely hoped  that  during  the  recess  members 
will  prepare  themselves  to  do  op  the  public 
work  at  once— not  waste  time  as  they  have 
done  during  the  las:  two  sessions.

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  message, 
His  Excellency  addressed  the  two  Houses  as  fol- 
lows: 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil, and  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  As- 

JttTJlb/y  ' 

I  desire  to  convey  to  you  my  warmest 
acknowledgements  for  the  great  attention 
with  which  you  have  applied  yourselves  to 
the  performance  of  your  public  duties  dur- 
ing the  session  of  Parliament  now  about  to 
olo*e. 

The  important  measures  which  you  hate 
passed,  rod  which  have  been  sanctioned 
since  the  meeting  of  the  present  Parliament, 
for  the  security  and  relief  of  aliens— lor 
establishing  direct  steam  communication 
with  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  and  for  deep- 
ening and  improving  the  harbor  of  Victoria — 
cannot  fail  to  be  conducive  to  the  general 
welfare  and  to  the  substantial  benefit  of  the 
Colony.  You  have  also  passed  various 
measures  of  law  reform,  which,  from  their 
vsjue  and  importance,  demand  special  ie> 


tor  those  in  authority— at  least  on  what  may 
be  properly  designated  as  state  occasions. 

As  a  matter  of  course,  the  dosing  speech 
is  but  an  echo  of  what  has  beeo  done  during 
the  session— or  of  the  measures  which,  from 
the  Government  point  of  view,  give  charac- 
ter to  the  aession— besides  State  thanks  for 
"great  attention "  (?)  to  the  public  service, 
and  a  passing  remark  on  the  state  of  the 
country,  both  tha  latter  allusions  sound- 
ing like  a  sarcasm.  If  we  are  to  fol- 
low the  judgment  of  His  Excellency, 
the  chief  measures  of  the  third  ses- 
sion were  the  Alien  Bills,  steam  subsidy, 
and  harbor  improvement.  The  last,  how- 
ever, does  not  properly  belong  to  this  session, 
as  the  Harboi  Improvement  Bill  wns  passed 
a  year  ago,  nearly,  but  did  not  receive  the 
Governor's  assent  till  some  time  last  July  or 
August.  The  Alien  Bills  were  certainly 
much  wanted,  ami  the  Assembly  did  really 
soma  goad  ;  yet  it  is  doubted  in  many  quar- 
ters well  worthy  of  consideration  whether 
greater  privilege*  in  the  Naturalization  Law 
woujd  not  hare  bean, more  conducive  to  the 
naturalisation  of  aliens.  The  substantial 
privilege  conceded  to  aliens  of  holding  land, 
whether  naturalized  ox  not,  ia  certainly  a 
good  measure —  ana  long  wanted.  The 
steam  subsidy  is  a  measure  oa  which  con- 
siderable difference  at  opinion  exists  ;  but  it 
is  duo  to  the  originator*  of  the  subsidy  to 
eay  that  it  was  done  with  the  best  object  in 
view.  At  the  time  it  was  originated,  times 
wore  unusually  dull— dollar,  perhaps,  than 
at  any  previous  season  ;  there  was  no  immi- 
gration nor  prospect  of  any.  Cariboo  then 
was  not  a  certainty.

German  Sunday  Amusements. 

The  Loudon  Saturday  Review  makes  merry 
over  the  popular  amusements  of  Germany. 
It  says : 

Let  any  one  try.  and  hnflptly  state  his 

feelings  after  he  has  passeuTfie  third  hour 
of  the  third  evening  at  u  beer-garden,  and 
he  will  acknowledge  that  he  feels  a  peculiar 
and  utier  sensation  of  weariness  which  is 
unknowh  except  on  the  continent.  But  no 
one  can  doubt  that  the  Germans  are  thor- 
oughly happy.  This  is  shown  not  only  by 
their  air  of  gentle  content,  but  by  the  extra- 
ouliiiHry  importance  they  attach  in  common 
conversation  to  what  we  should  think  the 
most  insignificant  occurrences.  Such  an 
event  as  a  brewery  giving  its  grand  yearly 
festival,  or  new  cellars  being  inaugurated 
by  a  treat  to  the  workmen,  is  discussed  with 
the  stmiigest  outpourings  of  triumph,  plea- 
sure and  pride.  Long  practice,  too,  or  he- 
reditary taste  enables  the  Germans  U>  take 
more  of  these  pleasures  than  English  people 
can  do. 

We  speak  of  a  German  spending  seven  or

national  custom,  as  a  habit  of  an  animal 
ditierent  to  omwelves;  but  why  on  earth 
does  not  all  this  beer  and  smoking  make 
Germans  bilious  ?  A  German  considers  that, 
on  busy  days,  he  must  limit  himself  to  about 
twelve  or  fourteen  cigars,  while  on  holidays 
ha  takaa  trow  twenty  to  t,wenly-five.  Brew.  - 
ers  alone  could  calculate  how  much  beer 
would  be  in  proportion.  We  should  like  to 
know  why  this  does  not  make  Germans  ill, 
particularly  as  they  take  no  exercise  except 
a  little  swimming.  However  that  may  be," t 
the  fact  remains.  The  Germans  can  go  on 
with  their  amusements,  and  find  a  continual 
relish  in  thern.  No  wonder  that  this  pro- 
vokes the  investigation  of  foreigners.  Sorely 
a  people  that  can  get  so  much  amusement 
must  be  happy,  and  have  much  to  teach  the 
rest  of  the  world  in  the  art.of  living. 

The  theatrical  amusements  are  thus  de- 
scribed : 

In  every  theatre  player.-  are  called  for,and 
approval  is  shown  by  shouting  when  they 
come.  But  in  Germany  it  is  done  in  a  dif- 
ferent way.  The  audience  do  not  much 
care  about  scenic  proprieties  so  long  as  they 
and  their  favorites  have  a  prolonged  friendly 
meeting.

The  clouds  began  to  disappear.  Next,  the 
cottage  in  front  ot  which  she  sing  went  sway 
on  the  shoulders  of  a  potter  ;  and  then  the 
attendants  got  emboldened,  and  placidly 
prepared  a  banquel  for  the  next  scene  under 
her  nose.  Tbu  audience  did  not  at  all 
mind.  1  hey  and  the  young  lady  were  all 
at  home,  and  there  were  uostrangers  to  make 
a  fuss. 

So  strong  is  this  union  between  the  audi- 
ence and  the  stage,  that  the .  actor*  them- 
selves behave  like  a  second  audience  when 
the  performance  of  any  one  of  their  number 
especially  delights  them.  This  may  be 
seen  in  places  that  might  have  been  sup- 
posed to  be  too  grand  for  such  artless  i 
bilions.  In  Vienna,  and  at  the  prio 
tin  aire,  a  comic  opera  was  lately  given,' in 
which  the  leading  buffo  tail  I y  finished  off 
his  comrades.  The  prima  donna  broke  down 
without  shame  or  disguise,  and  hopped  away 
behind  his  back  to  have  her  laugh  out.  The 
chorus  was  equally  amused,  and  at  one  mo- 
ment the  funny  man  was  literally  in  posses- 
sion of  the  whole  house,  and  separated  a 
laughing  audience  before  him  from  a  laugh- 
ing audience  behiud  him.  This  may  show 
that  the  Viennese  are  very  happy,  and™ 


bringing  charges  of  corruption  and  bribery  against 
the  Police.

Marriage  of  the  Prince  of  Wale*. 

This  is  an  event  which,  in  the  natural 
order  of  things,  may  he  looked  for  shortly. 
Madanio  Rumor  has,  indeed,  conferred  upon 
his  Royal  Highness  a  daughter  of  Prince 
Christian  of  Denmark,  in  whom  and  whose 
male  heirs,  the  succession  to  the  throne  is 
vested  according  to  the  treaty  of  London  of 
1852.  The  Princess  is  in  herl8th  year,  and 
is  said  to  be  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  in 
every  respect  a  suitable  match  for  the  heir 
apparent  to  the  throne  of  England.  The 
only  objection  to  it  is  the  possibility  that  such 
a  matrimonial  alliance  between  the  crowns 
of  England  atid  Denmark  may  entangle  this* 
country  in  disputes,  or  even  warn,  respecting 
the  Danish  succession,  as  similar  alliances 
havejdone  in  times  of  old.  But  whenever 
and  whomsoever  his  Royal  Highness  does 
marry,  we  take  it  for  granted  that  there  will 
be  no  extraordinary  pull  on  the  public  purse 
on  the  occasion,  because  the  bridegroom 
either  is.  or  ought  to  be,  amply  provided  for 
by  the  revenues  of  the  Duchy  of  Cornwall, 
whicn,  only  diminished  by  the  cost  of  his 
maintenance  and  education,  have  been  ac- 
cumulating for  his  benefit  from  the  day  of 
hi*  birth,  some  twenty  years  ago.  From  the 
parliamentary  return,  No.  13,  session  1860, 
the  latest  we  have  seen  on  tne  subject,  it 
appears  that  the  gross  receipts  of  the  duchy 
in  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1859, 
were  £63,704  12s.  lOJd. ;  that  the  disburse- 
ments under  various  heads  ami  mited  to 
£12.927  10s  3d. ;  and  that  the  sum  of  £40,- 
785  was  paid  over  to  the  trustees  and  treas- 
urer of  his  Royal  Highness,  to  'his  Royal 
Highness'  use,  leaving  a  balance  of  £9,992 
2s.  7}d.  at  his  banker's.  Now,  an  ineo  me  ot 
£40,000  a  year  for  twentyjayenrs  amounts  to 
£800,000;  and  supposing  that  the  mainte- 
nance and  education  of  the  Prince  Duke 
from  the  time  he  was  a  baby  iu  arms  down

Topic  of  the  Day. 


AfUr  a  hard  fight,  occupying  /ome  nine 
or  ten  day*,  the  counsel  of  Gordon  have  sue- 
ceeded  in  setting  him  at  liberty — from  custo- 
dy on  the  charge  of  embezzlement.  The  ver- 
diot  of  the  jury  is  thus  set  aside.    The  pub- 
Ho  expense  attached  to  the  trial  is  thus  lost 
money — in  either  case,  whether  guilty  or 
not  guilty,  mojw  would  have  been  lost. 
But  if  the  AitoViy  General  had  done  his 
duty— had  drawn  up  the  indictment  cor- 
rectly, and  not  incorrectly— a  decision  would 
have  been  armed  at,  oue  way  or  the  other — 
guilty  or  not  guilty— and  the  prisoner  would 
have  been  set  at  liberty  or  have  received 
his  sentence  ;  so  the  expense  and  trouble  of 
a  new  trial  may  all  be  put  down  to  a  botch 
indictment-maker,  whioh  confirms  the  con- 
tinuous complaints  of  Grand  Juries  for  the 
laat  two  years  and  over.    Looking  at  the 
bare  connection  of  the  Attorney  General 
with  this  case  as  Crown  Prosecutor,  his  in- 
capacity to  fulfil  the  position  is  self-evident 
enough,  and  when  there  are  competent  men 
to  fill  the  position,  it  is  highly  necessary  that 
they  should  be  bad,  and  the  present  func- 
tionary be  tent  to  Coventry.    But  there  are 
far  higher  reasons  why  a  new  Attorney 
General  should  be  appoint*.    Ever  since 
he  eame  to  the  country  it  has  been  kept  in 
a  continual  state  of  ferment  by  one  thing 
after  another.    For  the  year  previous  to  his 
arrival,  though  there  were  more  "thousands 
in  the  eountry  than  there  have  been  hundreds 
yet  the  Colony,  with  all  its  evils,  passed 
golden  age  in  comparison  with 
occurred  since  he  was  inducted 
into  office.    All  kinds  of  doings  at  variance 
with  good  policy  and  goo  J  government  have 
been  perpetrated.    The  purchase  of  the  pub- 
lie  Springs  and  attempt  to  change  the  Jury 
system  were  only  trifles.   The  person  who 
yesterday  was  liberated  from  custody  on  a 
criminal  charge  was  a  protege  of  the  Attoi- 
ney  General.    If  we  examine  into  the  reve- 
lations elicited  by  the  special  jury  charged 
with  the  discovery  of  Gordon's  assets,  we 
find  two  lots  of  land  in  Lake  District,  now 
belonging  to  the  Attorney  General,  were 
Kv  ftnrdon  as  his  Qualification  us  a 
of  the  Assembly.    They  were  as- 
sessed to  Gordon  on  the  real  estate  assess- 
ment Toll  of   Lake  District.    As  the  law 
requires  every  holder  of  real  estate  to  send 
his  retorns  to  the  Treasury  under  a  severe 
penalty,  of  course  we  assume  that  tne  Attor- 
ney General  did,eo.    As  a  matter  of  course, 
no  one  will  be  very  easily  persuaded  that 
the  name  on  the  tax  roll  opposite  the  prop- 
erty of  Mr.  Cary  escaped  that  gentleman's 
notice.    Had  both  Cary  and  Gordon  been 
'claimants  to  the  land,  and  if  the  land  had 
been  in  dispute,  then  both  names  would 
have  appeared  on  the  roll;  but  only  the 
name  of  Gordon  appears.    When  all  the 
facia  and  circumstances  are  put  together 
the  conclusion  is  incontrovertible  that  the 
circumstantial    evidence   is   entirely  in 
favor  of  the  supposition  that  the  Attorney 
General  gave  Mr.  Gordon  two  sections  in 
Lake  District,  to  qualify  upon  for  tho  As- 
sembly.   Thus  a  man  of  straw  was  foisted 
into  the  Legislature  contrary  to  law,  without 
a  bona  fide  real-estate  qualification  of  £300. 
Aa  the  Franchise  Aet  is  imperative  on  the 
point,  we  may  conclude  that  the  town  of 
Esquimau  has  thus  been  cheated  out  of  its 
lawful  representative.    A  man  might  just 
aa  well  have  been  picked  from  the  street* 
without  the  formality  of  an  electiSrTand 
placed  in  the  Assembly  as  Gordon.  Now 
no  one  will  conclnde  that  Mr.  Cary  was 
ignorant  of  this  state  of  things.   But  the 
assumption  may  very  properly  be  made. 

-  that  it  Mr.  Gordon's  qualification  had  been 
investigated  before  the  Election  Committee 
in  the  case  of  Yates  and  Carroll  vs.  Gordon, 
the  deeds  of  these  very  self-same  lots  in 
Lake,  District  which  Mr.  Gordon  is  now  said 
to  have  never  owned,  but  were  always  the 
property  of  Mr.  Cary— the  deeds  would  have 
been  forthcoming  in  Mr.  Gordon's  own 
name !  Ne  man  aware  of  the  way  matters 
have  been  managed  here  can  doubt  such  a 

-  conclusion  for  a  moment.  It  don't  admit  of 
a  doubt.  Thus  an  additional  fraud  would 
have  been  perpetrated.. 

Because  qualifications  have  been  loaned 
in  England,  thnt  is  no  reason  why  they  should 
be  loaned  here— neither  does  that  make  it 
right.    To  all  intents  and  purposes  the  loan 
is  a  publio  wrong— a  fraud  on  the  country, 
and  all  parties,  whether  principal*  or  acces- 
saries, are  guilty  of  the  fraud.   The  law  has 
fiied  the  qualification  of  a  member  at  real 
estate  worth  £300— in  order  if  possible  to 
V  put  men  of  substance  into  the  legislature— 
men  who  would  not  be  reckless  in  imposing 
taxes— men  independent  enough  in  means 
to  be  able  tOf  utter  their  sentiments  freely 
and  cast  an  honest  and  voluntary  vote.  It 
was  the  fear  that  adventurers  with  all  to  guin 
and  nothing  to  lose  would  seek  an  election 
and  thus  curse  the  country.that  caused  the 
adoption  of  a  qualification.    But  we  find 
that  a  conservative  provision  of  the  law  is 
thus  wilfully  violated— is  thus  set  at  naught 
b*  the  protege  of  the  Attorney  General— 
the  premier— through  two  sections  of  land 
belonging  to  the  Attorney  General. 

Let  men  of  sober  judgment,  men  of  prop- 
erty, tax  payer?,  look 'at  the  conscqueuces  of 
this  fraud.   The  Assembly  has  been  do 
grided  to  a  bear  garden  V  The  examination 


in  1860  into  the  publio  accounts  was  pro- 
vented.    Attempts  were  made  to  muzzle 
the  press  ;  to  abolish  juries,  or  impair  their 
value.    Tho  law  has  time  and  again  been 
violated.    At  laat,  as  the  climax  of  all  con- 
sequences—as  a  '  very  natural   offspring  of 
repeated  and  systematic  disregard  of  law- 
over  £1000  have  been  taken  from  the  publio 
treasury,  the  Colony  disgraced  by  defalca- 
tion, an  official,  a  head  of  department  in  a 
British  Colony,  deolared  by  a  jury  guilty  of 
felony.    Thus,  the  very  foundations  of  confi- 
dence are  uprooted,  and  honest  officials  lie 
under  the   ban  of  suspicion.    In  a  young 
Colony  public  credit  is  capital—  wealth- 
oven   that  is  tampered   with.     Doubt  is 
thrown  over  it,  it  is  injured;  and  heavier 
taxes  and  slower  progress  will  be  the  oonse- 
quenoe.     Let  honest   men — orderly,  law- 
abiding,  thrifty  citizens—  man.  of  large  prop- 
erty—look at  the  consequences  of  allowing 
a  public  fraud  to   be  perpetrated   by  the 
introduction  of  a  man  of  straw  into  the  As- 
sembly, and  they  cannot  hide,  disguise  or 
palliate  them  il  they  wished  to— they  can- 
not but  trace  to  the  politics  of  the  Attorney 
General  and  some  of  his  compeers  a  s%te  of 
things  that  it  is  painful  to  utter,  becau-e  a 
positive  and  absolute  infary  to  the  Colony.

Editor  British  Coi.ohist  :—In  your  issue  of 
this  date,  In  an  article  headed  "Gordon's  Qualifi- 
cation, "  appears  the  following  statement:  "It 
tarns  out  that  Mr.  J.  J.  Cochrane  lent  Mr.  Oordou 
a  lot  In  Eaquimalt  Town  to  qualify  on,  and  now 
that  the  property  is  lequired  to  make  up  the  de- 
ficiency in  the  Treasury,  Mr.  Cochrane  says  he 

only  lent  It  to  htm."  ;  

To  this  I  beg  to  reply  that  it  is  utterly  false.  »I 
lent  Mr.  Gordon  no  property  whatever,  either  to 
qualify  on  or  for  any  other  purpose,  and  several 
weeks  elapsed  after  Mr.  Gordon  s  third  election 
in  December,  1 860,  and  after  he  had  taken  theoatu 
and  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  before  any 
transaction  occurred  relative  to  the  property  re- 
ferred to. 

Mr.  Gordon,  in  the  end  of  December,  1800,  or 
beginning  of  January,  1861.  asked  me  what  prop- 
erties I  knew  of  for  sale  in  Esquinialt,  Among 
others  1  mentioned  1  would  sell  one  of  my  own 
lots  there,  and  after  some  conversation  he  agreed 
to  take  Lot  17  and  pay  for  it  by  instalments  as  he 
was  able.  This  however  he  entirety  failed  In  do, 
and  consequently  no  loan  or  transfer  of  any  kind 
was  made.

In  answer  to  the  aWe  we  have  to  state 
that  a  juror  informs  us  that  it  was  his  im- 
pression that  Mr.  Cochrane  did  say  he  loaned 
the  properly  to  Gordon,  or  usetd  words  tan- 
tamount.  "But  without  going  far  enough  into 
particulars  to  day  to  distuib  any  one's  equa- 
nimity, we  wish  it  to  be  carefully  rioted  that 
Mr.  Cochrane,  sells  a  lot  without  money, 
Without   conveyance  —  a  promise  only  is 
given.    How  cheap!    That  is  not  all,  and 
we  are  now  following  Mr.  Cochrane'*  story. 
He  says  he  sold  lot  No.  17  in  EsqAiimalt 
tow«  to  Gordon.    Further  ;  that  he  sold  it  on 
the  last  of  December,  1860,  or  early  in  Jan- 
uary, 1801.    Now  mark:  at  one  of  these 
dates  the  lot  was.  Mr.  Cochrane's.    At  one 
of  these  dates  it  was  transferred  to  Mr.  Gor- 
don.   Now  mark  what  Mr.  Gordon  does  with 
lot  No.  17.  Jf  any  oue  will  walk  to  the  door 
of  the  Sheriff's  otlice  this  morning  and  ex- 
amine the  list  of  voters  for  Esquimalt  town 
they  will  see  there  set  forth,  as  the  voter's 
qualification  of    George  Tomline  Gotdon, 
lot  No.  17.     We  wish  alt  conderned  to 
take  breathing  time  and  recollect  that  the 
first  fourteen  days  in  January,   1861,  was 
the  time  in  which  claims  to  vote  were  regis- 
tered.   As  Mr.  Gordon's  vote  is  registered 
on  lot  17,  the  inference  is  plain  that  Mr. 
Gordon's  Esquimalt  qualification  as  a  voter, 
and  the  lot  he  purchased  of  Mr.  Cochrane, 
are  one  and  the  same'lot.    But  that  is  not 
all  yet.    According  to  the  Franchise  Act, 
Mr.  Gordon,  to  register  his  vote,  ought  to 
have    purchased    the   lot   not    later  than 
October  14th.     Instead  of  that  he  'does 
so,   without  paying  any  money,    in  DcJ 
cember   or   January.     Consequently,  he 
put  in  a  ialse  declaration — sent  in  a  false 
claim  to  be  registered.    Of  course  Mr.  Cosh- 
rane  need  not  necessarily  have  known  that 
Mr.  G.  had  any  such  object  in  view,  even 
though  he  did  Mr.  G.  the  friendly  turn  to 
sell  him  a  lot  "on  time"  just  at  that  time 
Giving  Mr.  C.  the  entire  benefit  which  he 
claims  in  his  letter,  we  at  the  same  lime  cal 
attention  to  the  crime  of  sending  in  a  false 
claim  to  be  registered. as  a  voter.    By  the 
Registration  Voters'  Act,  185(J,  it  is  nothing 
more  nor  less  than  perjury;  anil,  from  Mr. 
Cochrane's  letter,  that  is  what  we  would 
infer  Mr.  Gordon  had  done.    So  if  we  take 
Mr.  C.'s  version  of  the  qualification  quea 
tion,  the  more  he  stirs  it  tne  more  repulsive 
it  is  to  the  olfactories.

GORDON  EMBEZZLEMEN 

Discharge  of  the  Prlaouer— Interesting 
Scenes — Re-Arreat  under  a  Writ  of 
Extent  —The  Inquisition. 

Oi.  Friday,  at   12  o'clock,  noon,  about 
fifty  persons  assembled  at  the  Supreme  Court 
'room  to  learn  the  decision  of  Chief  Justice 
Cameron  on  the  motion  for   an  arrest  of 
judgment   in    tho    Gordon  Embezzlement 
Case,  which  has  occupied  the  time  of  that 
Court  lor  eight  days.    Ex -Treasurer  Gor- 
don, whose  fate  seemed  to  depend  on  the 
decision,  was  present  in  custody  of  a  police- 
man, and  the  prisoner's  counsel — Messrs. 
Ring,  McCreight  and   Courtney— worn  by 
his  side,  and  exhibited  the  liveliest  concern 
as  to  the  result.    Attorney  General  Cary 
(the  Crown  prosecutor),  and  his  aftyociale, 
Mr.  Walker,  were  also  present,  and  mani- 
fested no  less  concern  than  the  counsel  for 
the  defence. 

Precisely  at  12  o'clock  his  Lordship  took

DECISION. 

This  is  a  motion  in  arrest  of  judgment  after  a 
verdict  (or  the  prosecution  in  the  trial  of  Hegina 
«v.  George  Tomline  Gordon.  The  counsel  for  the 
prisoner  have  stated  three  objections  to  an  award 
of  judgment  thereon,  vis  :  two  arising  on  the  faoe 
of  tne  record  and  the  third  that  the  statute  2  Will. 
IV.  ch.  4,  under  which  the  indictment  is  laid,  is 
not  in  force  in  this  Colony.  It  is  not,  however, 
necessary  .to  consider  this  last  objection,  as  it  has 
been  already  ruled  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Civil 
Justice  in  Sporborg  •».  Craner  "  that  the  munici- 
pal law  of  England,  both  commom  and  statute,  in 
existence  there  antecedent  to  the  settlement  ot  the 
Colony,  is  in  force  in  it."  It  is  the  sufficiency  of 
the  first  and  second  objection,  therefore,  or  either 
of  them,  which  must  now  be  examined. 

The  first  objection  is  that  the  indictment  does 
not  charge  the^offence,  as  required^bv  the  statute,

it  must  now  be  held  insufficient,  as  time  is  not  of 
the  essence  of  the  otfcuue  churned,  auu  «*  in  such 
a  case  a  defective  statement  of  it  is  cured  by  the  ver- 
dict, under  the  statutes  of  2  Gen.  IV.  ch.  64  s.  20, 
and  U  and  15  Viot.  ch.  100  a.  24,  as  quoted  in  the 
antument. 

It  is  to  the  validity  of  tho  first  objection,  there- 
fore, that  this  Court  must  now  direct  its  inquiry, 
and  in  doiug  so  it  is  expedient  to  consider  wnat  is 
required  by  law  in  the  framing  of  a  good  indict- 
ment. 

The  statutes  of  4th  and  6th  Geo.  II.  prescribe 
the  mode  of  engrossing,  that  it  shall  be  written  in 
a  common  legible  hand,  on  pain  of  £50  to  him  who 
shall  sue  in  three  months, -and  that  no  part  of  it 
must  contain  any  abbreviation  or  express  aay  num- 
ber or  dale  by  figures,  but  that  these,  ss  well  as 
everv  other  term  used,  mast  be  expressed  in  words 
at  length.  It  is  to  be  of  three  parts— the  com- 
mencement, the  statement  and  the  conclusion.  It 
is  the  statement  that  is  of  importance  in  this  case, 
and  our  consideration  will  therefore  be  exclusively 
confined  to  it.  It  mast  contain  all  the  iugredients 
of  the  offence  with  which  the  defendant  is  charged: 

anVthtd^^ 

positively  witn  having  committed  it.    This  is  re- 
quired to  identity  the  accusation,  lest  the  Grand 
ury  snouislond  a  bill  tnr  one otfeuce,  and  lbs  de- 
fendant be  put  upon  his  trial  for  another  without 
r  authority.    And  that  the  Court  msy  see  snoh 
etii.ire  offence  on  record  in  the  event  of  a  ver- 
dict of  guilty,  that- they  may^apply  the  judgment 
and  the  punishment  which  the  law  prescribes.  And 
also  that  the  defendant's  conviction  or  acquittal 
may  ensure  his  subsequent  protection,  should  He 
>e  again  questioned  lor  the  same  offence.  These 
requisites  are  required  so  strictly,  that  il  any  fact 
or  circumtunee- which  is  a  necessary  ingredient  of 
the  offence  charged  be  omitted,  it  vitiates  the  in- 
dictment, and  tho  defendant  may  avail  himself  of 
it  by  demurrer,  motion  in  arrest  of  judgment,  or 
writ  fif  error. 

Much  being  the  requisites  of  the  statement  of  an 
indictment  required  or  law,  the  Court  has  now  to 
consider  whether  they  have  been  observed  in  the 
present  case.  This  indiotment  is  framed  under 
the  first  section  of  the  statute  of  2  Will.  IV.  c.  4, 
passed  for  more  effectuallv  preventing  embessie- 
»y  persons  employed  in  the  public  service  ot

Her  Majesty.    It  charges  the  ofteuce  as  to  the 
facts  and  circumstances  alleged  against  the  prison- 
er as  to  its  commission  in  the  words  of  the  statute, 
but  fails  to  eharge  it  as  a  larceny.    The  words  of 
the  statute  being  that  "every  offender  committing 
such  an  offence  (that  is,  the  embezslement  or  pub- 
lic money)  "hall  be  deemed  to  have  stolen  the 
same;"  and  the  objection  is  that  this  omission  of 
the  definition  of  the  offence  is  a  defeat  of  sub- 
stance, and  therefore  vitiates  the  whole  indictment 
The  cases  cited  in  support  of  tho  objection,  espe- 
cially liegina  w.  Noah,  have  been  carefully  Con- 
sidered, and  it  would  seem  from  the  observations 
of  Chief  Baron  Pollock  in  that  case  that  it  is  a  de- 
fect of  substance.  Mr.  Attorney  General  contends 
that  the  Court  is  to  take  the  words  "shall  be 
deemed  to  have  stolen  the  same  "  as  a  oonc.usion 
of  law.    The  Court  is,  however,  precluded  from 
that  conclusion  by  the  verdict  of  the  jury.  The 
verdict  is,  that  the  prisoner  fraudulently  and  felo- 
niously emlirsslcd  the  money.    Uu  that  verdict 
only,  in  the  face  of  the  record,  how  is  the  Court  to 
award  judgment  ?  The  statute  does  not  provide  for 
suoh  a  verdict,  and  if  tho  Court  gave  judgment  on 
it  error  would  lay  and  the  judgment  be  reversed. 
There  should  have  been  a  distinct  averment  at  the 
conclusion  ot  the  statement  of  the  indictment,  that 
under  the  facts  and  circumstances  as  charged  the 
money  was,  in  the  words  of  the  statute,  stolen. 
Such  a  finding  only  under  this  statute  would 
authorize  the  Court  to  pass  judgment.    We  have 
seen  that  the  indiotment  must  show  a  deflaite 
offence,  to  enable  the  Court  to  do  so.   This  sta- 
tute defines  the  offence  to  be  larceny,  and  as  that

At  one  o'clock,  Auditor  Ker  made  affida- 
vit before  Mr.  Peraberton  as  to  the  defalca- 
tion.   The  charges  are  the  s  >me  as  those" 
preferred  in  the  indictment,  anu  a  warrant 
was  issued.     Last  evening  Capt.  Gordon 
was  snugly  ensconced  in  the  debtors'  prison. 
The  new  warrant  bad  not  been  served  up  to 
eiiiht  o'clock,   and  it  is  thought  that  no 
further  proceedings  will  be  taken  until  the 
next  Assizes,  when  a  fresh  indictment  will 
be  la  d  before  the  Grand  Jury.

j  to  immemorial  usage,  every- 
thing  has  a  beginning  and  an  end.  Though 
there  were  some  doubts  expressed  that  the 
present  session  of  the  Assembly  would 
new  end,  we  are  happy  to  state  that  in  all 
probability  the  session  will  end  next  Moo- 
day.  We  have  no  authority  for  aaying  so, 
except  a  general  feeling  to  that  effect  among 
the  members  of  the  legislature.  Unlike 
some  unfortunate  individuals  out'  short  in 
the  midst  of  their  sins,  insensible  to  tbeir 
awful  plight,  the  Assembly-of  course  we 
mean  the  majority— is  fully  sensible  of  the 
near  approach  of  the  end  of  the  session,  with 
their  innumerable  sins  of  omission  and  com- 
mission hanging  like  a  millstone  around 
their  neoka.  Ever  since  last  June,  day  by 
day.  week  by  week,  month  by  month,  have 
sittings  preoeder»end  followed  adjournments. 
Long  after  everybody  in  the  country  was 
tired  out,  their  spasmodic  legislation  was 
continued.  And  assuming  that  the  session  is 
OTer,  we  may  fairly  assert  that  three  weeks' 
legislation  has  not  been  done— certainly  not 
thirty  days'  legislation— daring  a  session  of 
*even  months.  Fiddle-faddle,  dilly-dally, 
«»eet  and  talk,  talk  and  adjourn,  and  vice 
«stm— thus  by  continually,  familiarising  the 
4>ubi»e  with  the  follies  of  the  legislators  for 
a  *one©f  period  than  required,  they  have, 
fulfilled  «he  old  adage,  "  Familiarity  breeds 
.•uoiesapt."  Any  stage-struck  carpenter 
would  ha«e  had  better  sense  than  to  strut 
<he  stage  eternally,  or  even  seven  months. 
A  sheet  piece  and  the  quality  of  becoming 
invisible  -wow Id  produce  the  theatrical  effect 
■calculated  t«  saatee  respectable  a  very  weak 
cepntat.ro  rfer<aleiit.  But  our  Assembly  has 
strutted  up  and  dawn  the  senatorial  stage 
•mouthing  tittle  tort*  of  practical  common 
-soihws  ee  teng  that  printers,  reporters,  the 
public  and  u  the  eest  of  mankind,"  are  siok- 
•ened  with  <be  cant  and  dose!  of  maiden 
#tatesntcn,  and  wish  the  whole  institution 
*■  t'other  tide  «f  Jordan,"  far  a  decent  period 
at  least.  If  prorogation  shea  Id  occur  next 
Monday,  and  were  (be  ftiie  Corps  to  turn 
out  as  a  special  gvavd  of  »i<hhk,  flanked  by 
(he  VeWameer  Artiliary,  it  w  harely  passible 
that  a  few  laxy  speotators  would  attend  to 
listen  *o  a  gracious  dismisses  from  vice -regal 
4ipa— at  pnesibly  some,  ("rasa  a  loyal  feeling, 
might  grace  u  the  poanp  and  cireeaistaoee  of 
royalty.71  •*t,  in  either  -ease  the  number 
would  be  very  few— few, 4ec*eee  (he  public 
have—  without  giviog  a  snore  substantial 
reason — become  heartily  sick  of  an  Assem- 
bly parading  theaieelveseeven  maa(hs  before 
the  country,  when  seven  week*  ought  to 
have  supplied  an  excess  of  time. 

There  i*  jue*  thisahoul  long  seeoww, thoy 
neither  raise  legislators  in  public  estimation, 
nor  are  they  fa«orabte  to  sound  legislation. 
No  public  advantage  can  arise,  (f  during 
vacation,  members  were  to  consult  the  wishes 
of  tbeir  constituents  an  J  the  country  and 
come  prepared  to  legislate  with  their  minds 
made  up,  quite  a  different  result  would  be 
attained.  Greater  respect  would  be  shown 
to  the  members;  more  interest  would  be 
taken  in  legislative  matters,  and  a  month  or 
six  weeks  would  terminate  the  session.  If 
during  the  vacation  any  publio  exigency 
demanded  the  assembling  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, it  could  be  done ;  but  in  no  case  could 
the  frivolous  questions  that  give  rise  to  long 
sessions,  ever  be  productive  of  extra  ses- 
sions. It  may  be  urged— as  it  has  been- 
that  members  cannot  spend  a  month  or  six 
weeks  at  a  stretch  even  if  a  year's  legisla- 
tion could  be  completed  in  that  lime.  And 
the  reason  urged  for  this  is,  that  every 
member  has  his  own  business  to  attend  to, 
and  cannot  relinquish  the  management'of 
his  own  business  for  so  long  a  period.  Such 
being  the  case,  the  country  has  got  to  pay 
them— give  them  a  per  diem  as  in  all  other 
new  countries  possessing  legislative  institu- 
tions. If  honor  and  pay  will  not  cover  pri- 
vote  loss,  there  is  nothing  that  will.  Any 
how,  short  legislative  sessions  are  a  reform 
as  much  needed  in  the  country  a*  a  new 
Attorney  General  or  a  wagon  road  to  Nan- 
aimo.  And  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  at 
the  next  opening  of  (be  House  the  reform 
Will  be  inaugurated.

Gov.  Douglas'  Administration. 

Sooner  or  later  the  administration  of  Gov. 
Donlas  will  break  down— will  end— and  a 
new  administration  will  be  inaugurated  in  its 
place.  The  elements  of  dissolution  abound. 
Its  glaring  blunders,  its  sins  of  omission  and 
commission,  and  above  all  its  scandalous 
disregard  of  moral  and  legal  right,  preclude 
the  possibility  of  its  ever  becoming  popular 
or  successful :  but,  on  the  contrary,  holds 
out  the  uninviting  prospect  of  being  continu- 
ally and  justly  execrated.  The' sins  and 
peccadilloes  of  its  members  cause  hatred 
and  distrust  toward  each  other ;  and  the  con- 
sciousness that  they  are  only  tolerated  in 
tbeir  position,  not  guaranteed  by  public 
confidence,  nor  publio  support,  render  some 
anxious  to  coquette  with  the  people  to 
retain,  if  possible,  tbeir  positions  af.er  the 
general  smash  impending.  Not  a  prominent 
person  in  the  Government  possesses  the  con- 
fidence nor  enjoys  the  cordial  and  hearty 
support  of  any  coosideiable  portion  of  the 
community,  either  in  town  or  country— not 
even  the  Governor.  Not  one  can  sway  the 
popular  mind— can  guide  public  opinion  ; 
over  the  public  all  the  members  of  the  Gov- 
ernment combined  can  exert  no  tangible, 
control.  Potent  as  they  are  for  evil  and  un- 
popularity, yet  they  are  impotent— utterly 
and  hopelessly  helpless,  so  far  as  impressing 
the  publio  with  confidence.  The  people 
note  them  as  publio  men  ;  scan  their  politi- 
cal morality  ;  measure  their  governmental 
ability  ;  mark  tbeir  unenviable  public  con- 
duct; condemn  continuously  their  measures; 
and  passively  but  confidently  await  their

tion.

they  are  firm  and  unyielding.  Not  a  step — 
not  the  first  step  has  the  administration 
gained  in  public  confidence  during  the 
present  session  of  the  legislature,  nor  in  the 
last.  If  there  be  any  change,  the  "govern- 
ment are  like  the  individual  out  of  whom 
the  devils  were  cast — their  last  state  is 
worse  than  their  first.  .Such  ia  a  gloomy 
picture,  but  it  is  a  true  one.  The  future  is 
pregnant  with  retribution.  Its  leading 
politicians  have  been  guilty  in  governmental 
matters  of  moral,  legal,  and  political  Wrongs. 
Had  tbey  only  committed  political  wrongs — 
blundered  in  their  measures— proved  want- 
ing in  statesmanship  adapted  to  the  times, 
as  individuals  they  might'  yet  retain  the 
respect  of  the  public.  Errors  and  incapacity 
might  in  time  be  forgiven,  though  for  the 
present  public  confidence  in  them  as  public 
men  would  be  lost.  Unfortunately  their 
moral  influence  is  swept  away,  and  syste- 
matic disregard  of  law  prevents  iu  speedy 
re-establishment.  They  have  outlived  their 
influence.  Weight  with  the  real  and  bona 
/fde  public  tbey  have  none.  Their  mistake 
as  public  men  has  been  in  forming  too  low 
an  estimate  of  publio  virtue.  Tbeir  own 
standard  of  political  morality  being  low, they 
have  judged  the  people  to  be  worse  than 
they  are.  The  elastic  consciences  of  a" 
purchaseable  few  have  been  taken  as  an 
index  to  the  morals  of  the  many.  Confident 
in  the  ultimate  triumph  of  political  trickery 
— rascality — we  have  had  within  two  years 
and  over  a  series  of  outrages  perpetrated  in 
the  name  of  government  and  by  government 
people,  that  can  by  no  possibility  be  palli- 
ated— no  logic,  no  law,  no  neceasity,  can 
justify  them.  Disappointed  in  the  estimate 
of  public  virtue — finding  if  presents  an  un- 
surmountable  barrier,  a  boundary  across 
which  even  unscrupulous  politicians  dare  not 
pass,  the  administration  is  tortured  with  a 
consciousness  of  the  enormity  of  their  politi- 
cal sins.  Every  act  of  desperation  in  the 
past  to  retrieve  themselves  has  only  sunk 
them  lower  in  publio  estimation  ;  and  so 
low  have  tbey  fallen  beneath  the  standard 
of  publio  virtue,  there  is  none  so  humble 
as  to  do  them  reverence.  Cohesion  has 
ceased  in  the  administration ;  disintegration 
is  taking  place;  its  bone  is  weakened,  is 
rotting  from  caries ;  ere  long  it  will  break  into 
pieces.    It  is  only  a  matter  of  time. 

How  can  it  be  expected  that  an  adminis- 
tration should  be  lasting  when  every  govern- 
ment man  in  the  government,  from  the  Gov- 
ernor do  s-n,  has  disregarded  the  law  ?  Did 
not  Gov.  Douglas  set  at  defiance  the  statute 
by  his  refusal  to  allow  the  poll-books  to  be 
examined  ?  Did  not  Judge  Cameron  say, 
when  a  mandamus  was  applied  for,  that  if  a 
mandamus  was  asked  for  against  any  man 
in  the  colony  but  the  Governor  to  allow  the 
inspection  of  the  poll-books,  he  would  grant 
it?  Does  not  that  admission  prove  two 
things— first,  the  violation  of  the  law  by  Gov. 
Douglas ;  second,  the  want  of  independence 
in  the  Chief  Justice,- a  faithlessness  in  ad- 
ministering the  law  irrespective  of  persons  1 
This  instance  condemns  two  of  the  highest 
functionaries  in  the  country.  If  it  be  urged 
that  the  Attorney  General  advised  the  Gov- 
ernor not  to  allow  the  poll-books  to  be 
inspected,  then  he  is  the  third  who  violated 
the  law  ;  for  the  Chief  Justice  stated  that 
•very  one  ought  to  be  allowed  to  inspeot  them 
as  the  statute  directs.  One  instance  of  a 
violation  of  law  whioh  cannot  be  refuted  is 
enough  to  oonviot,  and  the  instance  quoted 
convicts  the  throe  highest  functionaries  in 
the  land.  Instance  after  instance  might  be 
multiplied  ;  but  we  choose  the  refusal  of  the 
pell -books  because  the  application  for  a 
mandamus  Is  a  matter  of  public  reoord,  and 
everybody  may  satisfy  themselves  of  its 
truth.    Let  us  lake  another  public  function- 


ary—another fact  elicited  in  a  public  court — 
brought  to  light  within  a  lew  days— during 
the  trial  of  Gordon.  Gordon  alleged  through 
his  oounsel  that  when  he.  ran  for  Esquimalt 
town  the  second  time,  that  the  Colonial  Sec- 
retary told  him  to  Jake  £50  from  the 
Treasury  to  conduct  the  election.  This  Mr. 
Young  on  oath  denied.  We  concede  to  him 
consequently  the  full  benefit  of  bis  denial. 
If  there  had  not  been  a  denial,  Mr.  Young 
would  have  been  in  a  very  unpleasant 
predicament  indeed ;  bqt  bis  denial  has  to  be 
taken  as  fully  rebutting  Gordon's  allegation. 
There  was,  however,  an  admission  made 
by  Mr.  Young  during  his  examination— an 
admission  that  has  called  ont  a  great  deal 
of  comment  and  but  little  difference  in  con- 
clusions. He  admitted  that  Gordon  owed 
him  £50.  He  stated  substantially  that  Gor- 
don was  short  £50  in  making  up  bis  acoounts 
on  December  31,  18G0,  and  that  he  lent  him 
£50  to  ujfake  it  up.  By  some  manner  of 
means  there  was  a  deficiency  in  the  Trea- 
sury in  December,  1860,  of  £50.  flow  that 
deficiency  occuired  we  do  not  know — as  the 
allegation  as  to  how  it  occurred  is  denied. 
Mr.  Young  and  Mr.  Gordon  admit  a  defici- 
ency then.  Now,  if  a  deficiency  in  the  Trea- 
sury in  December,  1861,  be  embezzlement, 
why  was  not  a  deficiency  in  the  Treasury 
on  December,  I860,  embezzlement  ?  If  it 
were  necessary  to  arrest  Gordon  for  n  defici- 
ency of  £1058  in  1861.  why  not  for  C50  de- 
ficiency in  1860?  What  principle  of  law  or 
logic  can  be  pressed  into  the  public  service 
to  escape  the  conclusion  that  embezzlement 
existed  in  both  cases  1  The  light  in  pos- 
session of  the  public  may  be  too  dim  to  see 
clearly  the  barmlessness  of  a  Colonial  Secre- 
tary lending  a  Colouial  Treasurer  £50  to 
make  up  a  deficiency  that  ought  never  to 
have  occurred ;  or  the  light  may  be  too  dim 
to  see  how  the  Colonial  Secretary  justifies 
his  loan  to  Mr.  Gordon.  If  friendship  in 
1860  justified  it,  why  was  not  friendship  in- 
voked in  1861  ?  It  is  an  old  adage—"  there 
is  no  friendship  in  business;"  and  there 
certainly  ought  not  to  have  been  any  such 
friendship  between  two  heads  of  depart- 
ments as  to  allow  one  to  say  to  the  other — 
'  I'm  short  £50  in  public  money  f  and  for 
tbe  other  to  lend  £50  to  make  up  £50  short 
in  the  Treasury.  Such  friendship  is  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  welfare,  and,  if  we  judge 
by  the  developments  of  1861,  it  is  fickle  also. 
We  need  notpreas  matters  farther  to  draw 
conclusions.  Logical  and  legal  minds  will 
educe  them  from  the  facts.  EofjSahhas  been 
shown  to  satisfy  the  public  thsjHt  Colonial 
Secretary  ought  to  have  inacssVpVblic  the 
deficiency  in  I860  and  nipped  crime  in  the 
bud.  So  another  high  functionary  may  be 
added  to  those  already  enumerated,  and 
those  four,  tor  all  practical  purposes,  may  be 
said  to  constitute  the  administration.  There 
are  others  who  have  played  their  parts  ;  but 
in  these  four  we  have  the  pillars  of  our 
political  structure —  the  corner-stones  of  an 
administration  whose  sins  of  omission  and 
commission  have  far  exceeded  the  number 
usually  allotted  to  politicians.  The  country 
is  well  posted  in  them  all  ;  and  from  late 
advices  even  Downing  street  is  opening  its 
eyes  to  their  merits.

Dismissed.— The  charge  of  selling  liquor 
withoui  a  license,  preferred  by  the  Cowiohan 
Indian.  Agent  atainst  Bullfinch,  Kinnear  and 
German,  was  yesteiday  dismissed  in  the 
Police  Conrt.  for  want  of  sufficient  evidence. 


It  appears  from  a  correspondent  that  the 
debtor's  prison  has  become  a  perfect  Bastile. 
No  one  can  enter  without  a  pass  from  the 
Police  Commissioner  or  Sheriff.even  between 
the  hours  of  2  and  4  o'clock  p.  m.  Such  a 
strict  regulation  may  be  all  very  fine  ;  but  it 
is  very  unusual.  If  an  unknown  or  suspic- 
ious character  asked  admittanoe  there  might 
be  some  excuse  tor  the  police  referring  the 
visitor  to  higher  authority  for  a  pass ;  but 
when  our  most  respectable  citizens,  on  a  mis- 
sion of  friendship  or  relief,  are  thus  checked 
it  would  seem  to  call  for  intervention.  If 
any  one  will  look  at  the  matter  for  a  mo- 
ment they  will  readily  observe  the  absurdity 
of  such  a  rule.  Suppose  the  Sheriff  and 
Polioe  Commissioner  should  be  out  of  town 
—as  a  matter  of  course  a  visitor  would  have 
to  wait  their  return,  no  matter  how  pressing 
his  business  with  an  incarcerated  debtor. 
It  is  bad  enough  to  incarcerate  a  man  in 
prison  beoause  be  cannot  meet  his  pecuni- 
ary liabilities,  without  preventing  his  friends 
from  having  ready  access  to  him  within 
reasonable  hours.  But  it  puzzles  us,  and 
always  has,  to  know  what  the  Police  Com- 
missioner has  to  do  with  the  Jail  at  all. 
Except  be  is  sworn  in  as  the  Sheriff's  dep- 
uty he  can  exercise  no  control  whatever 
over  the  jail  or  over  any  inmate  of  the  jail, 
so  far  ao  concerns  their  custody.  That  is 
solely  the  province  of  the  Sheriff;  and  the 
authority  exeroised  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner over  the  jail  an  abuse  of  authority. 
The  law  on  this  point— on  the  duties  of 
Sheriff— is  as  plain  as  the  nose  on  a  man's 
faoe.  We  have  therefore  to  press  the  ne- 
cessity either  for  the  Police  Commissioner 
to  be  sworn  in  as  under-Sheriff,  jailor,  or 
turnkey,  or  give  up  meddling  with  an  insti- 
tution beyond  his  control.  The  publio  have 
put  up  with  the  irregularity  long  enough. 
So  a  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient. 


A  Long  Jump. — Capt.  Pickett,  formerly 
in  command  of  the  U.  S.  garrison  on  San 
Juan  Island,  and  who  Was  in  command 
of  the  American  force  first  landed  there 
during  the  excitement  in  1859,  recently  re- 
signed from  the  Federal  army  and  joined 
the  rebels,  and  has  received  the  appointment 
of  Brigadier  General  in  the  Confederate  army 
under  Jeff.

Although  this  town  i«  very  well  supplied 
with  school*,  with  one  exception  they  are 
supported  by  voluntary  aid.  In  the  country 
there  are  two  school*,  supported  mainly  by 
school  appropriations.  Besides  thet>o  two 
there  are  one  or  two  places  in  the  country 
where  a  few  scholars  are  collected  together 
and  instruction  given  in  the  rudimen- 
tal  branches  pf  education ;  but  they  are 
scarcely  worthy  of  the  name  of  schools, 
although  the  seeds  sown  may  prove 
highly  productive.  In  British  Columbia 
there  are  only  six  points  where  by  any 
possibility  schools  could  be  wanted;  and 
perhaps  in  not  morn  than  three  out  of 
the  six  are  there  enough  children  to  call  for 
the  establishment  of  u  public  school.  New 
Westminster  has  more  children  to  educate 
than  all  the  rest  of  the  Colony.  But  what 
must  astonish  every  reflecting 'person — every 
well-wisher  of  common  school  education — is 
the  want  of  substantial  provision  for  the 
.support. of  schools.  Beyond  an  annual  pit- 
tance dolea  out  in  this  Colony  from  the 
general  revenue,  nothing  is  provided.  In 
New  Westminster  we  believe  that  we  are 
correct  in  stating  that's  small  appropriation

Another  Election  in 

Esquimalt  town  is  destined  to  make  an 
interesting  chapter  in  the  political  history  ol 
the  province.  Within  two  years  it  has  been 
the  theatre  of  three  election  contests.  The 
first  contest  may,  na  elections  usually  go,  be 
said  to  have  been  conducted  fairly,  as  the 
liut  of  voters  was  a  legal  one,  marred  only 
by  a  few  doubtful  votes.  At  that  time  the 
contest  ended  in  the  rot  urn  of  Mr.  Gordon, 
and  the  defeat  of  Capi.  Cooper.  .  In  August 
ol  the  same  year,  1860,  Mr.  Gordon  having 
been  elevated  to  the  honorable  and  respon- 
sible post  of  Treasurer,  in  accordance  with 
the  Franchise  Act  he  ceased  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Assembly,  and  the  second  election 
took  place. 

Every  species  of  rascality  was  resorted  to  to 
secure  his  return  ;  and  rascality  succeeded. 
A  list  of  voters,  intended  only  to  be  used  in 
any  election  in  1899 — so  says  the  Registra-

Nothing  beyond  annual  approprialionavip- 
pnrently  comes  within  the  purview  of  the 
legislation  of  either  Colony.  True,  as  an 
exception,  we  might  recall  the  declarations 
in  the  addresses  of  sundry  candidates  for  the 
Assembly  in  favor  of  <>ommon  schools,  but 
there  these  all-important  questions  were 
ended.  No  one  will  deny  but  something 
different  might  have  been  expected— some- 
thing Hiiore  might  have  been  done,  if  we 
compare  ourselves  with  Washington  Terri- 
tory or  California,  we  are  far,  very  far  behind 
them  in  providing' for  our  schools.  Accord- 
ing to  late  estimates,  California  has  6,000,000 
acres  of  land— every  sixteenth  and  thirty- 
sixth  section  set  apart  as  a  school  endow- 
ment. In  Washington  Territory  the  esti- 
mate of  school  land  is  10,009,000  acres. 
Vancouver  Island  has  somewhere  in  the 
neighborhood  «(  ten  acres!  British  Colum- 
bia has  not  yet  a  foot  of  land  that  we  are 
a  wart:  of  devoted  to  school  purposes,  except 
•  lot  in  New  Westminster.  Such  neglect — 
euch  a  want  of  prudence — such  utter  disre- 
gard ol  the  education  of  the  rising  genera- 
tion is  highly  reprehensible.  With  a 
princely  domain,  ample  enough  to  endow  a 
com mou  school  system  for  a  thousand  gen- 
ations,  we  adopt  a  spendthrift  policy,  leaving 
the  education  of  our  youth,  now  and  in  the 
future,  to  depend  entirely  on  annual  appro- 
priations. Were  we  an  old  settled  country — 
settled  long  anterior  to  the  introduction  of 
common  schools — our  lands  all  parcelled 
out  into  private  hands— it  would  be  absurd 
to  talk  of  endowing  school*  from  the  public 
lands.  But  situated  as  these  Colonies  are, 
laying  the  foundation  of  a  nation  in  the 
noon-time  of  the  nineteenth  century,  with 
millions  of  acres  of  land  still  vested  in  the 
Crown,  it  is  equally  absurd,  if  not  more  so, 
not  to  segregate  a  portion  for  educational 
purposes. 

It  has  been  urged  that  the  instructions 
sent  from  Downing  street  object  to  land  re- 
serves except  forv^enera/  public  purposes. 
Even  if  Such  be  the  case,  we  know  no  rea- 
son why  Downing  street  with  the  scratch  of 
a  pen  shonld  be  allowed  to  inflict,  according 
to  established  routine,  a  publio  injury  on 
these  colnoies.  Neither  do  we  believe  that 
it  is  the  wish  of  the  Imperial  Government  to 
prevent  us  from  providing  an  endowment  for 
our  schools  from  the  public  lands.  A  gen- 
eral rule  may  be  laid  down  for  the  guidance 
of  Governors  in  colonies  where  the  lands 
a>  have  not  been  placed  under  the  control  of 
the  legislature.  Nothing  more.  If  proper 
representations  were  made  by  the  legisla- 
ture or  otherwise  to  the  Home  Government, 
we  have  no  manner  of  doubt  but  both  colo- 
nies would  be  allowed  to  set  apart  an  ample 
portion  of  the  public  domain  for  the  support 
of  schools.  Where  our  legislature  sins,  is 
in  taking  it  for  granted,  that  Downing  street 
would  make  no  such  concession— would 
listen  to  no  departure  ftom  its  general  rule. 
Such  an  absurdly  has  been  exploded  long 
ago.  We  «ed  be  told  that  land  could 
not  be  sold  here  Jus  than  $5  an  acre  ;  and 
that  Downing  street*  would  never  consent  to 
a  lower  price.  But  no  sooner  does  the  legis- 
lature ask  the  Crown  to  lower  the  price  to  a 
dollar  an  acre  than  it  is  done.  Were  the 
Crown  memorialized  to  grant  an  endowment 
for  common  schools  from  the  publio  lands; 
we  are  persuaded  that  it  won  Id  be  done  with 
alacrity.  Hence  if  we  fail  in  securing  a 
common  school  endowment  from  the  publio 
domain,  we  will  only  have  to  thank  our  own 
indolence.

eieigns  bright  from  the  Treasury  were  also 
used.  How  were  they  got?  Was  it  fully 
explained  in  a  late  State  trial?  We'll  ex- 
plain this  beautifully— we'll  throw  all  the 
light  in  our  possession  on  the  subject  another 
time.  That's  so.  Any  how,  by  means  of 
an  illegal  list,  furnished  by  the  Colonial 
Secretary  to  a  Returning  Officer,  who  would 
not  trust  a  common-sense  interpretation  of 
the  law,  which  interpretation  was  afterwards 
confirmed  by  an  Election  Committee  of  the 
Assembly,  and  by  sundry  high-dianded 
doing*,  Mr.  Gordon  was  returned  again  and 
the  second  election  was  over. 

The  third  election  occurred  through  the 
Election  Committee,  in  the  scrutiny  against 
Mr.  Gordon,  deciding  that  tho  voters'  list 
was  invalid  ;  and  consequently  the  election 
was  null  and  void.  Every  one  expected 
that  this  righteous  decision  would  have  been 
abided  by.  But  not  so.  The  Assembly— 
the  .vile  majority — overturn  the  decision. 
On  the  heels  of  this  universally  execrated 
act,  Mr.  Gordon  resigns,  giving  as  an  excuse 
for  acting  his  part  in  the  plot  that  the  public 
thought  he  had  beeu  elected  illegally.  The 
third  Esquiinalt  town  election  then  takes 
place.  The  same  illegal  list  of  voters  was 
made  the  only  list.  No  lawful  voter  was 
allowed  to  vote  except  hp  was  on  the  list, 
though  several  lived  in  Esquimalt  town — 
and  were  at  the  polls.  Of  course,  Capt. 
Rcid,  in  the  third  election,  was  defeated  like 
De  Cosmos  was  in  the  second— through 
sheer  rascality. 

Unhappily  for  the  principal  character  in 
these  two  acts  of  the  political  drama  of  Es- 
quimalt, he  is  now  disqualified  by  the  fifth 
clause  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  Franchise 
Act.  The  seat  which  he  held  for  Esqui- 
mau is  varan*.  It  requires  but  the  order  to 
be  made  to  remove  his  name  from  the  As- 
sembly roll,  and  another  order  for  a  writ,  for 
the  fourth  election  for  Esquimalt  to  become 
a  matter  of  history.  The  election  will  come 
off  within  a  few  days — a  week  or  two 
weeks — just  as  the  Assembly  and  the  Ex- 
ecutive may  deoide.  Their  pleasure — their 
convenience — will  be  first  consulted,  and 
their  particular  time  chosen  for  the  election. 
Remembering  the  past— the  present— the 
chain  of  causes  and  effects  which  have 
created  the  vacancy  in  the  representation  of 
Esquimalt— every  honest  elector  should  be 
on  the  out  vive.  If  ever  there  was  a  time 
in  the  history  of  Colonial  politics  when 
honest  representatives  were  required,  it  is 
now.  The  criminal  record  of  January  is 
sufficient  proof  of  itself.  At  no  period  was 
it  more  necessary  to  plaoe  in  the  Assembly 
men  with  a  visible  means  of  obtaining  a 
livelihood— men  who  earn  their  own  living 
—men  who  have  a  stake  in  ths  country  to 
show  that  they  bear  a  dne  proportion  of  the 
taxes.  Needy  adventurers  —  Government 
officials  dependent  on  their  salaries — should 
neither  be  elected  to  the  Assembly  nor  ele- 
vated to  the  Legislative  Conncil.  The  bast 
vacancy  in  the  Legislature — in  the  Counoil 
— has  been  filled,  not  with  a  substantial 
man  favorable  to  Government,  but  with  a 
shadow— an  office-holder— bound  not  merely 
to  ordinary  and  honorable  political  service, 
but  to  obedience  pure  and  absolu'e — no  vote, 
no  office.

aged  about  16  inches.  The  snow  on  the  main 
plateau,  60  miles  above  Bill- Whoalla  (by  Narcoon- 
tlonnand  Chilcoten),  is  from  six  inches  to  a  foot 
in  depth,  snd  disappears  early.  This  I  learn  from 
Indians  who  are  constantly  coming  down  and  re- 
turning without  snowikoei.  A  large  party  of  the 
Anughiin  Indians,  oue  of  wtfem  acted  as  my  guide 
on  every  expedition,  came  down  a  week  before 
Christmas  and  returned  on  the  2d  or  3d  of  January. 
The  only  place  where  snow  may  be  expected  will 
be  near  the  bunks  of  the  Fraser. 

The  absence  of  any  houses  of  entertainment  on 
the  road  will  at  first  necessarily  be  considered  a 
great  drawback  ;  hut  cons  dering  the  short  time, 
comparatively  speaking,  the  journey  takes,  to- 
gclher- Kith  what  nutht  ba  duua  to  mhigale  tins

evil  at  the  outstart,  I  think  the  sdvahtages  would 
outweigh  the  iuconvenience.  The  BuT-Whoulla 
Indians  are  very  friendly  and  so  are  the  other 
tribes  round  about.  They  are  only  too  anxious 
for  white  men  to  come  amongst  them.  They  are 
mostly  fine  strong  men,  aud  are  ready  and  eager 
to  be  employed  in  packing  to  the  mines.  I  have 
been  constantly  among  the  Indians  of  the  different 
tribes,  and  they  are  continually  asking  it  the  Bos- 
ton and  King  George  men  are  coining.  They 
wonld  gladly  pack  I  imagine  to  the  mouth  of 
Quenuele  River  or  Alexandria  for  10  or  12  cent*, 
and  be  then  well  paid.  At  the  outside  the  journey 
would  be  tea  days.  A  man  could  easily  walk  it 
without  a  pack  in  seven  days. 

My  suggestion  would  he:  Let  a  man  take  up 
sufficient  provisions  for  the  road,  or  if  he  wishes  to 
avoid  the  heavy  outlay  which  a  poor  miner  must 
experience  before  he  has  struck  a  claim,  let  him 
take  sutiicient  to  last  him  three  or  four  weeks  and 
pack  one,  t»o  or  three  Indians,  as  the  case  in  to- 
be.  I  assure  him  he  will  find  no  difficulty  in  pro- 
curing Indians.  Nootlioeh  (Indian  ranch)  is  30 
miles  up  the  river;  for  15  miles  above  this  goods 
can  be  taken  in  small  canoes.  Narcoontloon  is 
30  miles— a  good  road  with  the  exception  of  one 
bad  hill  (the  »lide).  Here  there  is  another  Indian 
ranch,  from  which  it  Is  50  miles  to  Chilcoten  (In- 
dian rancherie)— «ood  trail,  perfectly  level.  From 
there  it  ia  60  miles  lo  Alexandria,  or  about  seventy 
miles  to  the  mouth  of  Quesnelle  River.  The  trail 
from  the  top  of  tho  Nootlioeh  hill  is,  for  foot  pas- 
sengers aa  good  the  whole  way  ns  any  part  of  the 
Kruade  Trail,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
places  where  there  is  a  little  fallen  timber.  The 
trail  follows  a  chain  of  lakes  and  could,  conse- 
quently, if  taken  straight  be  made  much  shorter 
and  also  avoid  much  soft  ground.-  Game  and  fish 
are  abundant  on  the  road.  I  caught  several  trout 
with  a  string  and  a  small  hook,  and  a  grasshopper 
on  my  way  down.  The  Aunghim  and  Chilcoten 
Indians  have  a  good  many  horses,  which  might  be 
turned  to  use  for  packing. 

My  remarks  only  refer  to  this  road  as  it  is;  and 
as  I  think  it  may  be  made  useful  this  year,  I  wish 
to  say  nothing  as  to  what  might  be  made  of  it.  If 
it  is  of  any  value  the  miners  will  themselves  dis- 
cover it  to  Le  so.  aud  in  that  case  it  mutt  eventu- 
ally become  of  importance.  I  can  only  ssy  that 
we  brought  our  horses  down  packed,  and  that 


Ten  years  rolled  away  ;  and  oue  day  about 
two  months  ago,  Joseph  Sears  returned  to 
Fruino  an  invalid.

the  murderer  of  Sarah  Watts!  Thinking 
that  the  soldier  muxt  be  mad,  the  man  of 
law  endeavored  to  soothe  him,  telling  him 
that  he  did  not  know  what  he  was  saying. 
Sears  then  repeated  his  former  avowal,  de- 
claring that  consciousness  of  his  crime  would  *» 
indeed  make  a  madman  of  him,  if  he  con- 
cealed it  any  longer.  Finding  that  he  was 
sane  and  in  earnest,  the  magistrate  ordered 
his  cleric  to  take  down  in  writing  what  the 
tidier  might  say,  and  Sears  at  once  made 
the  following  confession : 

"I  murdered  Sarah  Watts.  I  bope  the 
God  a6ove  will  lei  me  live  to  see  her  a^ain 
in  another  world.  I  ham  had  it  in  my  head 
a  long  time.  I  have  been  very  unhappy  ever 
since.  I  went  away  I  was  so  unhappy  |  I 
hope  that  God  will  wash  away  my  sins.  I 
done  it  for  love.  It  was  on  market  day  ;  I 
asked  her  to  go  up  Birch  Lane  to  pick  somo 
waier  cresses.  She  wouldn't  go.  I  often 
played  with  her.    It  was  in  August  it  hap- 

rened.  About  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
.  went  to  the  house.  I  thought  she  was 
worth  some  money,  and  she  wouldn't  toll  me 
where  it  wn«.  1  t..ld  her  to  tell  me  where 
it  was,  and  I  would  marry  hor  and  lake  her 
to  America— I  was  very  fond  of  her— then 
we  would  live  happy  together.  I  said,  "if 
>ou  dou'i  tell  me  where  it  is  I  will  be  the 
denih  of  you. 

I  ihen  look  hold  of  her  by  the  neck.  I 
had  a  poker  in  my  hand,  and  I  hit  her  on 
the  head  with  it.  I  said  I  would  have  to 
suffer  for  it,  either  in  heaven  or  in  hell.  I 
struck  her  in  the  kitchen  and  dragged  her 
into  the  dairy.  1  caught  hold  of  her  by  tbe 
feet,  and  put  her  head  first  into  the  milk- 
pail,  and  left  her  in  the  dairy  dead.  I  took 
two  shillings  out  of  a  cup  on  the  mantel- 
piece. 1  went  up  stairs  and  searched  above.

The  world  is  full  of  queer  anomalies.  F 
example: 

In  the  city  of  London,  where  multitudes 
of  human  beings  endure,  unhelped,  the  bit- 
terest pangs  of  want,  there  is  a  14  Home  tor 
l^st/and  Starving  Dogs,"  with  four  lady 
patronesses,  three  of  whom  are  peeresses,  a 
managing  committee  of  seven  ladies  and 
foui  gentlemen,  and  a  minister  of  the  gospel 
for  its  secretary.  Hundreds  of  miserable, 
mangy  ours,  picked  up  in  the  streets,  are 
taken  to  the  "  Home,"  where  they  are  com- 
fortably boarded  and  lodged — much  more 
comfortably,  if  we  may  judge  from  an  "  ad- 
dress" recently  issued  by  the  "institution," 
than  many  Christians  for  whom  London 
charity,  so  tender  to  "Tray,  Blanche  and 
Sweetheart,"  has  forgotten  to  provide  a  home. 
At  present  only  one  large  building  is  occu- 
pied as  a  canine  alme-house  and  hospital  ; 
out  it  is  announced  by  the  London  press 
that,  as  funds  accumulate,  "  receiving  houses 
will  be  established  in  all  parts  of  the  city," 
from  which  the  mongrel  foundlings  and 
e.tray.  will  be  conveyed  to  the  parent  insli- 
tution.

the  tame  time,  numerous  animals  traveling  on  the 
trail  in  its  present  state  would  soon  render  it  im- 
passable in  some  places. 

I  must  say  a  few  words  of  the  Bill-Whoalla  In- 
dians. Since  I  have  been  there,  they  have  in 
every  way  been  kind  and  friendly.  Although  we 
often  had  nothing  to  give  in  exchange  they  a.wavs 
supplied  us  with  fish  and  game,  when  they  found, 
we  were  really  pressed  for  provisions.  The  old 
chief  Foeklasa  went  out  purposely  to  shoot  for  ns 
and  brought  baek  20  deer.  When  we  left  to  get 
provisions  he  made  us  promise  to  return,  and  so  to 
the  last  they  were  ready  in  every  way  to  oblige  us. 
They  have  seen  less  of  white  men  than  the  other 
tribes,  and  it  is  a  great  pity  tharthey  should  like 
the  others  be  spoiled  by  the  poison  which  is  con- 
tinually sold  on  that  coast.  About  every  fortnight 
small  schooners  pass  up  that  way,  calling  at  most 
of  the  Indian  villages,  and  leave  their  mark  be- 
hind. In  almost  every  instance,  from  300  to  400 
gallons  of  liquor  is  part  of  the:  cargo ;  not  even 
wholesome  liquors,  but  large  5  gallon  tins  of  alco- 
hol— sometimes  even  mixed  with, cam phenc.  In 
one  instance  the  master  of  the  craft  w»s  going  to 
trade  the  pure  liquor  in  the  unbroken  tin  to  the 
Bill-Whoalla  Indians,  but  was  prevented.  They 
have  very  little  liquor,  and  would  have  drunk  it 
otf  pure  as  it  was.  I  have  been  informed  at  Fert 
Rupert  that  the  sale  of  alcohol  is  this  year  carried 
on  to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before,  and  it  cer- 
tainly is  mining  any  good  qualities  the  Indians 
may  possess.  You  generally  find  them  at  the 
ranches  ha)f  drunk.  When  I  arrived  at  Fort  Ru- 
pert,  some  three  weeks  ago,  I  do  not  believe  there 
were  twenty  sober  men  in  the  whole  camp.  This 
4s  an  evd  that  might,  I  should  think,  be  easily  put 
a  stop  to. 

DtscRACKrci.  Scknb.— The  Rev.  David 
Griffiths,  a  Baptist  minister,  having  express- 
ed a  dying  wish  to  be  interred  in  Pembroke- 
shire,-England,  his  body  was  conveyed  to 
Ffynon,  for  interment  in  an  ancient  burial 
ground  to  which  the  Baptists  lay  claim.  Mr. 
Lewis,  a  landowner,  however,  refused  to 
allow  the  interment  without  a  half  penny  was 
paid  to  him  in  recognition  of  h\n  right  to'tho 
soil.  This  was  refused,  and,  by  Mr.  Lewis' 
orders,  tbe  grave  was  filled  up,  and  the 
body  was  conveyed  to  Narbeth,  where  it  was 
interred.  Subsequently,  under  tho  advice  of 
Mr.  Ileus,  nttorney,  of  Haveifordweet,  the 
body  was  disinterred,  and  followed  by  a 
procession  of  two  or  three  thousand  people, 
the  mourners  forced  a  way  into  the  disputed 
burial  ground,  a  grave  was  dug  and  bricked, 
and  the  body  interred.  A  religious  ceremony 
was  then  held  in  an  adjoining  field.  For 
200  years,  it  is  alleged,  the  Baptists  have 
had  uudisputed  possession  of  this  yard.

LOCAL  INTELLIGENCE. 


Wednesday,  Jan.  29. 
Lira  Stock.  —  Report*  reach  as  by  the 
arrival  of  the  Enterprise  which  Mate  thut  the 
loss  of  live  stock  on  Nisqually  Plains,  and 
other  farming  and  grating  sections  in  the 
neighboring  territory,  has  beeu  very  great. 
On  this  Island— even  in  Victoria  District- 
many  of  the  cattle  and  slieep  are  in  such  a 
deplorably  emaciated  condition  from  want  of 
fodder  and  from  exposure  to  tbe  weather,  as 
to  be  scarcely  able  to  walk.    The  loss  in 
cattle,  sheep  and  hogs,  in  Lake,  Saanich  and 
Cowichan  Districts,  is  heavy,  and  two  weeks 
more  of  the  present  severe  weather,  will  find 
nearly  half  the  farmers  in  the  Colony  rained 
men.     At    Constance,  Upland,  Hillside, 
Cloverdale,  Col  wood,  and  several  other  large 
farms,  the  stock  are  well  sheltered  and  pro- 
vided for,  and  Dr.  Tolmie,  of  Cloverdale,  has 
sheep  in  such  excellent  condition  that  be  is 
enabled  to  supply  the  butohers  in  town  daily 
with  fine  fat  mutton.    These  are  rare  in- 
stances, however.   The  majority  of  the  agri- 
culturalists, here  and  in  Washington  Terri- 
tory, neglected,  during  the  summer  months, 
to  secure  sufficient  forage  for  their  animals, 
and,  we  regret.to  say,  are  paying  dearly  for 
their— to  use  the  mildest  term— want  of 

foresight  . 

Suspicion  or  Stealing  Coal.— Of  late 
considerable  ooal  has  been  missed  from  City 
Wharf,  the  dopot  of  the  Victoria,  Coal  and 
Lumber  Company,  and  special  officer  Shap 
ard,  who  has  oharge  of  that  beat,  was  in- 
structed to  keep  an  «•  eye  singular"  on  the 
premises,  with  a  view,  if  possible,  to  detect 
the  offenders.    About  1 1  o'clock  on  Monday 
night  the  officer  heard  steps  on  the  wharf, 
and,  taking  a  klosck  naniek,  saw  a  man, 
who  has  resided  here  for  three  years  past, 
coming  up  the  slip  with  a  huge  chunk  of 
Nanaimo  ooal  in  his  hands.   The  officer 
immediately  arrested  the  man  and  had  him 
looied  up  in  the  station-house  until,  yester- 
day morning,  when  he  was  brought  before 
Mr.  Pemberton,  and,  for  a  defence,  urged 
that  the  captain  of  the  schooner  Kingfisher, 
who  left  for  Stickeen  on  Monday,  had  given 
it  to  him.

Loss  or  the  Ship     Coqiimbo"  on 
Smith's  Island— From  Mr.  A.  Hibbard 
we  learn  that  during  the  gale  on  Wednesday 
night,  22d  inst.,  tbe  ship  Coqoimbo,  from 
San   Francisco  for  Seabec,  for  a  cargo  of 
lumber,  was  driven  ashore  on  Smith's 
Island,  about  twenty  miles  from  Port  Town- 
send,  and  became  a  total  wreck.    The  gale 
struck  the  ship  off  Dungeness,  and  although 
close-reefed  at  the  time,  she  was  thrown  on 
her  beam-ends.

The  Charge  or  Stealing  Coal.— Edwin 
Hall,  the  man  arrested  on  suspicion  of  sleal- 
ing  ooal  from  Little's  Wharf,  on  Monday 
night,  appeared  before  Mr.  Pembetton  yes- 
terday morning,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  a  remand  from  the  day  previous 
Mr.  Carroll,  called  to  prove  character  of 
accused,  had  known  him  three  year*  ;  never 
heard  him  badly  spoken  of;  knew  nothing 
bad  about  him.   Officer  Blake  remembered 
that  the  prisoner  was  before  the  Court  in 
1860  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a  olootchmsn's 
petticoats  and  iktas.    Saperintendent  Smith 
knew  nothing  for  or  against  the  accused 
The  watchman  on  the  Hudson  Bay  Com 
pany's  Wharf  was  on  duty  all  night  o 
Tuesday;  was  confident  nobody  took  coa 
from  there  during  that  time;  if  Hall  ha< 
come    there,    would     have    seen  him 
sure.    "Doctor"  I ngslls,  describing  him 
self  as   a   "doctor   of    medicine,  with 
a  diploma  in   California,"  was  next  ex- 
amined.   He  swore  that  he  was  on  the. 
Hudson  Bay  Company's  wharf  on  Monday 
afternoon  last  and  saw  the  accused  take  a 
chunk  of  coal  from  a  schooner,  and  *ay  to 
three  or  four  men  aboard,  "  I  guess  I'll  take 
this  piece  of  coal  home."    One  of  the 
schooner  men  laughed  and  replied,  "  All 
right,  eap.,  you  ean  take  it."   Thos.  Harris 
had  always  found  the  accused  an  honest, 
upright  man ;  bad  had  a  great  many  dealings 
with  him.    Officer  Shapard  (who  made  the 
arrest)  said  he  would  like  to  have  Hall's  last 
employer  asked  as  to  his  character ;  but  Mr. 
Pemberton  did  not  consider  the  ease  made 
out;    the  evidence  of   Ingalls— whether 
true  or  false — was  positive,  and  the  pre- 
sumption being  in  favor  of  Hall's  innocence, 
he  was  therefore  discharged. 

The  Treasury  Detalcation. —  Several 
days  since,  a  special  jury  of  six  citizens,  on 
the  affidavit  of  Auditor  Ker,  found  that  the 
late  Treasurer  waa  indebted  to  the  Colony  in 
the  sum  of  £1000  and  upwards,  and  a  writ 
against  the  defaulter's  property  accordingly 
issued.  Yesterday  a  jury  of  twelve  was 
impanneled  by  Sheriff  Naylor  to  bear  evi- 
dence as  to  property,  and  to  appraise  its 
value.  Mr.  C.  A.  Bayley,  the  former  pro- 
prietor of  Twin  Oak  Farm,  was  introduced 
as  n  witness,  and  testified  that  in  September 
lust  he  sold  the  farm  to  Capt.  Gordon  for 
$9000—81000  cash,  and  the  balance  to  re 
main  on  bond  and  mortgage,  with  interest  at 
six  per  cent,  per  annum.  In  November  last, 
however,  a  new  arrangement  was  made- 
Gordon  paying  witness  another  81000  and 
assuming  a  mortgage  on  the  property  for 
84000  held  by  A.  G.  Dallas.  Mr.  Bayley 
then  transferred  the  title  deeds  to  Capt. 
Gordon  and  released  tbe  property.  At  the 
conclusion  of  Mr.  B.'s  evidence,  the  jury 
proceeded  Iq  sleighs  to  the  farm,  took  an  in 
vei.tory  of  all  property  belonging  to  the  late 
Treasurer,  and  returned  to  town  about  half 
past  4  o'clock.  The  inquiry  stands  adjourn- 
ed till  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

Drunkards. — Two  white  men,  an  Indian, 
and  a  ixtkum  Kanaka,  were  arresied  by  the 
Police  on  Tuesday  night  for  drunkenness, 
and  were  lugged  to  jail.    One  of  the  whites 
is  an  old  offender— having  been  fined  about 
twenty-five  times  during  the  past  year  for 
like  Offences.    He  received  permission  to 
donate  5s.  towards  the  Colonial  revenue. 
The  other  white  had  a  nose  that  looked  rather 
the  worse  for  the  bit  of  a  spree  in  which  its 
owner  had  indulged — that  facial  ornament 
being  stripped  of  cuticle  from  bridge  to 
nostrils— no  doub*  by  a  scientific  bruiser, 
He  was  also  permitted  to  contribute  a  mite 
towards  the  support  of  the  Colonial  Govern 
ment.   The  Kanaka  was  found  dead  drunk 
inside  of  the  Humboldt  street  dance-house, 
and  was  discharged.     The   Indian  was 
arrested  on  Yates  street    He  spoke  good 
English,  and  when  arrested  by  the  officer 


Court  of  Assizes.— In  this  Court,  yester- 
day morning,  Mr.  McCreigbt  concluded  his 
able  argument  iti  behalf  of  the  motion  for 
an  arrest  of  judgment  in  the  Gordon  embez- 
zlement case.     At  the  afternoon  session  the 
Attorney  General  replied  in  a  very  able 
and  logical   argument— claiming   that  tbe 
statute  under  which  the  indictment  was 
framed  did  apply  here ;  and  that  the  term 
embezzlement  in  law  meant  feloniously 
steeling.

Of  course,  on 
so  great  and  glorious  an  ocoasion,  this  office 
was  fully  represented.especially  in  the  chow 
chow  liue.
